Adding considerably to the fin- 
ancial prospects of the forthcom- 
ing trapping season, the price of 
muskrats this spring will be the 
highest in years, according to lo- 
cal buyers who intimated top 
grade skins would bring up to 
$4 each. 
"Reason for the plenitude of 
muskrats reported this year is 
given as a result of the relatively

Thomas Gibbons 
Adjudged Sane. 
By Reafew Jury 


Pembroke, Ont, March 20 — 
(CP) — Burly, year-old Tom 
Gibbons today faced resumption 


of his trial for double murder 
after a Renfrew Geely Seed 
jury yesterday adjudged sane 
and able to stand trial although a 
witness declared the huge farm- 
er suffered from “delusions.” 

. Yesterday the Crown concluded 
its case against Gibbons with evi- 
dence from 14-year-old Leslie 
McNulty, only eye-witness to the 
rifle slaying, and the reading of 
a statement by Gibbons in which 
he admitted shooting Joseph Ed- 
ward Fitzmaurice, 35, his 
brother Joseph, 33, on a lonely 
country lane near his Adamston 
township farm. 

The jury's decision on Gibbons’ 
sanity came after testimony by 
Dr. Arthur Doyle, Toronto psy- 
chiatrist and former staff member 
of Queen's University. 

Dr. Doyle testified that Gibbons, 
a bachelor who lived with his sis- 
ter on their farm 10 miles east 
Renfrew, had delusions the Fitz- 
maurices were part of a conspir- 
acy “to destroy the community 
and the country.” 

He believed “that for many 
years in his community, many 
forces or persons were engaged 
in a conspiracy to undermine the 
community, to cause harm and 
wrong-doing, to destroy religion 
and the church.” 

Dr. Doyle said Gibbons told 
him that “he himself had been 

;chosen by God to take, in any 
way, God's part to see that a stand 
was taken against these forces.

Before announcing his decision, 
Gen .MacArthur studied opinions 
expressed by Supreme Court Jus- 
tices Murphy and Rutledge, who 
dissented when the court refused 
to intervene for Homma. Justice 
Murphy had denounced Homma’s 
trial as a descent “to the level of 
revengeful blood purges.” 

Gen, MacArthur declared that 
the dissenters “either advocate 
arbitrariness of process above fac- 
tual realism, or... .inherently 
shrink from the stern rigidity of 
capital punishment.”

only source of happiness.

‘Consequently there is no fixed 
jsocial relationship. It is a question 
of the individual getting to the 
top as fast as possible. 

Drift Toward Socialism 


The secret of the entire drift 
toward socialism, Mr. Sandwell 
said, Is the whole business of the 
state taking the responsibility of 
things thatshould be the respons- 
ibility of individuals. Half the 
legislation of this country is 
jsoclalistic. The C.C.F. has a job 
to be more socialistic, if and when 
it gets into power.
